REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. Claims 1 , 2, 4-23 allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
made of record fails to teach in combination interpolating one or more samples between 
existing samples of one of the two data streams; adjusting a number of samples of said 
one of the two data streams to maintain balance in a downstream synchronizing buffer, 
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and combining the one of said two data streams with the other data stream after said 
adjusting of said one of data stream. 

The prior art further fails to teach in combination interpolating and decimating 
samples of the second data stream prior to clocking the second data stream into the 
second buffer based on an overflow or underflow of the second buffer; and combining 
the outputs of the first and second buffers. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
